It will be remembered that up to 1866, Austria was the protector of many 
of the small German states. Swartzburg was one of these, which accounts 
for the Austrian eagle on the thaler.

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THE JACKSON TOKENS. 


Ani Abstraction From an Article on “‘The Medalic History of Andrew 


Jackson’’ in May Issue of Frank Leslie’s Popular Monthly.

In the United States have been used extensively as money on two occasions. 
First, during the years immediately following the great financial panic of 
1837, and again to an enormous extent during the years 1863 and 1864. The 
latter under the name of copperheads, owing to the entire suspension of 
specie, formed onr-sole metallic medium of-exchange. In addition to these, 
tokens issued for advertising purposes have from time to time been used as 
money inthis country. In the first of these A merican issues the tokens of 
Andrew Jackson occupy the most prominent place. 

Presidentials were not, strictly speaking, tokens, but rather medalets, is- 
sued during the various presidential campaigns. There are no presidentials 
of Washington known, the series beginning with John Adams. There are 
two Adams presidentials, three Jeffersons, three Madisons, two Monroes, and 
three of John Quincy Adams. Some of these are receat production, others 
properly medals. The true presidentials began with Andrew Jackson’s first 
nomination. The total of the Jackson series is twenty-three; many are of 
common occurrence, others very rare and valuable in the eyes of those who 
look to this branch of numismatics. On the full-page iHustration, Nos. 1, 4, 
5, 8, 14, 16 and 17 are presidentials. 1 The series is interesting only to the spec- 
jalist, as the artistic value of its specimens is inconsiderable. As a rule these 
pieces bear a representation of ‘Old Hickory” on the obverse, with allusions 
to the Battle of New Orleans or Jackson’s financial policy on the reverse. 
One shows the Hermitage, others combine Jackson's bust with that of Wash- 
ington, or prophecy the election of the candidate. Lhey- occur.in copper, 
brass and white metal; there are two examples in gold, and one of these is 
duplicated in silver. Asa series they are little sought for by the average nu- 
mismatist, put there are specialists in the field who prize them highly. The 
collection of Mr. David Prosky is the largest known. 

Absolutely unique in numismatic history is the famous ‘‘Hard Times” se- 
ries of tokens which served as money in the days of Jackson and Martin Van- 
Buren. These pieces, through the courtesy of Mr. Lyman Low, 36 West One 
Hundred and Twenty-ninth street, New York City, we are able to fully illus- 
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trate. Mr. Low’s pamphlet on the ‘‘Hard Times” tokens is the standard au- 
thority on the series. 

When Andrew Jackson began his war on the United States Bank the com- 
mercial sentiment was divided, and, as was then more the custom than now, 
the medalist was called upon to assist inthe varying expression of feeling. 
The Hard Times tokens all bear legends for or against the presidential policy 
in reference to the bank. Later, in Van Buren’s time, many of these tokens 
were unquestionably put into circulation from purely mercenary motives, 
but it was not so with the earlier numbers of the series. The bitter feeling 
against the administration prompted the issue of the majority. A few were 
issued by Jackson’s friends. 

It is a question whether No. 1 or No. 2 should lead the Hard Times tokens. 
Both were undoubtedly issued in 1834. On No.1 the good ship Constitution 
is represented under full sail, with a decidedly ‘“‘jingo’’ legend. On the re- 
verse are cheerful sentiments about commerce and industry, with an allusion 
in the field, in English and French, toa local election in New York. ‘For 
the Constitution hurrah!’’ refers to the claim of the Whigs that the Demo- 
crats under Jackson were disregarding that document in reference to the 
United States Bank. This piece is of extraordinary interest, as it marks the 
- birth of the Anti-Jackson party organized to protect the bank, and at the 
Same time commemorates the first election for mayor in New Yerk City, for 
previous to this date the mayors were appointed by the common council. 
This election occupied the three days noted on the piece, les trois jowrs has ev- 
ident allusion to the French revolution of 1830, the desire of the Whigs being 
to call the attention of their followers to ‘‘the three glorious days’’ and put 
down tyranny of Andrew Jackson. This piece, in common with all others of 
the series, was issued in New York city, although it is by no means certain 
that all were manufactured there. The metal is brass, and the token decid- 
edly rare. No. 2 is also an issue of the Jackson party in New York. It re- 
quires no description. The sentiment of the reverse legend is a firm stand 
against the bank. It ‘‘must perish’’—there is to be no medium course. It is 
safe to say that Morris Robinson, the celebrated cashier of the United States 
Branch Bank in New York, had nothing to do with the issue of this token, 
although it is highly probable that he did with others to be described. I have 
always believed that Daniel Jackson, of the firm Suydam & Jackson, the 
Pearl Street Indian contractors, issued this piece. He was no relative of the 
President, but he was a devout worshiper of ‘‘Old Hickory,’ and greatly down 
on the United States Bank. It is said that old Dan Jackson always managed 
to capture all the great Indian contracts, sold blankets by the million, and 
got government pay. 

In those days it was the fashion to strike tokens, and Suydam, the partner, 
has left several behind to commemorate him; hence the suspicion that Jack- 
- son, the contractor, fathered this. It is made of copper, and is very rare. 

No. 3 bears the radiated liberty cap on the obverse, and another reference to 
that glorious Whig victory. On the reverse we have the ship again, and the 
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demand for the salvation of the Constitution. The metal is copper, and the 
piece rare, like those preceding, which may be termed the rarest types of the- 
series, but there are varieties of more common types which have sold at re- 
c2nt coin auctions as high as fifty dollars. All three of these pieces I believe 
to be the work of Robert Lovett, a famous die sinker in New York, of the 
tiirties. No. 4is pro-Jackson. The President is represented as defending 
the public purse with a sword; on the reverse is a balking mule writ ‘‘Roman 
Firmness’”’ above, while on the mule’s side is L.L.D., in allusion to the de- 
gree of Doctor of Laws conferred on Andrew Jackson by Harvard University, 
on the occasion of the President’s visit to Cambridge in June, 1833, when he 
‘swung around the circle,’’ after his second inauguration. This piece, as are 
all succeeding, is of copper and by no means rare. It was issued as an offset 
to No. 6. 

No. 5 is a characteristic Hard Times token. It tells its own story. Jack- 
son is satirized as a hog on the obverse with allusion to his literary style, as 
displayed in his annual messages, on the reverse. This and No. 6 are anti- 
Jackson, and the most common of the series. Specimens exist in brass, which 
are rare. No.6 is the same vein as No. 4, To collectors the latter is known 
as the ‘‘balky mule” and the former as ‘Jackson on Chest.”’ There is a varie- 
ty of No.6 known as the “fat, jackass,’’ the mule having a larger body thau on — 
this specimen. Nos. 4,5 and 6 are probably the work of H. M. and E. I. Rich- 
ards, Attleboro, Mass.; possibly that of James G. Moffett, New York. They 
were struck by the President’s bitterest enemies in enormous quantities, and 
circulated as actual coins all over the country, especially in the Eastern and 
Middle States. 

No. 7 is of later issue, after the bank went down. It is notable for its rep- 
resentation of the old Merchants’ Exchange, which occupied the site of the 
present Custom House, and was destroyed in the great tire of 1835. It is hard 
to say whether this piece was issued by the President’s friends or his enemies, 
probably the former. The allusion of the reverse legend is to C. C. Pinck- 
ney’s famous remark made when the French government refused to receive 
him with his associates, Elbridge Gerry and John Marshall, as envoys from 
President Adams in 1797. The French representatives intimated to Pinckney 
that a considerable present of money would bring their mission to a satisfac- 
tory termination—it concerned a general adjustment of international diffi- 
culties—and that a refusal to pay the bribe would lead to war. ‘War be it 
then,”’ said Pinckney, ‘‘millions for defense, but not one cent for tribute.’’ 
Administrations succeeded one another, but-the old ‘‘French claims’’ remain- — 
ed unpaid until Jackson negotiated a treaty, and France agreed to pay twen- 
ty-three anda half miljions in six equal installments. Failing to do this 
Jackson ordered the Secretary of the Treasury to ‘“‘draw”’ on the French goy- 
ernment. The draft was dishonored. and the President ordered immediate 
preparations for war, which brought the money promptly. It is believed that. 
this piece had allusion to the then reigning excitement, and was issued by 
Jackson’s supporters in the French claim matter. There are many varieties 
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of this reverse die which was used in connection with various obyerses: some 
of these are of the highest rarity and very valuable. 

No. 8 another token of great historic interest, its allusion being to the sus- 
pension of specie payments by the banks of New York on May 10, 1837, ‘Nov. 
1837’’, on the obverse is thus explained by the Coin Collector’s Journal for 
August 1881. 

“After the suspension of specie payments on May 10, 1837, the banks all over 
the country experienced great difficulty on account of receiving from their 
depositors notes issued by wild-cat institutions which were opened merely to 
defraud the people by circulating worthless paper which no one could oblige 
them to redeem in gold. Finding that a change must shortly be made in this 
regime or patrons would desert them, all the really good banks of the nine- 
teen states were called to a general convention iu New York on the 27th of 
November, 1837, where it was decided to resume the payment of specie in gen- 
eral throughout the represented states in the year following; hence the Phe- 
nix rising from its own ashes Nov. 1837. <A final convention, held on April 
16th, 1838, fixed the following 10th of May for the resumption of specie pay- 
ments, which was acted up to in New York, and the other states gradually 
followed.”’ 

No. 9 isa Van Buren token, bere inserted on account of the allusion to Jack- 
son on the reverse. No. 10 shows another variety of the famous ‘‘Millions for 
Defense.”’ Such are the Hard Times token. They were the smal] money of 
the good old Jackson days. 


WAR MEDALS.. 


A collection of historic medals collected by the Hon. H. F. Eaton, who has 
devoted years to a hobby offering greater facinations than that which attracts 
the philatelist, has recently been placed in the museum of the United States 
Institute in London. 

We learn, says the London Telegraph, that the first general issue by the 
War Office of a medal to men as well as officers engaged was for Waterloo. 
The warrant which sanctioned it was dated March 10, 1816, and it was given 
only to those who were present in the three actions of Quatre Bras (June 16,) 
June 17, and the great field itself. 

There were, however, medals issued to officers only much earlier than this, 
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and in Colonel Eaton’s collection are several military badges of King Charles 
I, Cromwell and King Charles II, while one of its greatest rarities isa badge 


struck in commemoration of the battle of Dunbar. Concerning this, there — 


is in existence a correspondence which passed on the subject between the de- 
signer Simon and the Protector, who at first objected to his own effigy appear- 
ing upon it. He allowed it, however, in the end with the inscription, ‘‘Won 
at Dunbar.’’ ‘The Lord of Hosts, September 18, 1650,’ while the reverse 
shows the House of Commons in debate. Another most interesting item here 


is the very handsome oval medallion in gold with the head of the Duke of | 


Cumberland, who commanded the Royal forces at Colloden, given to officers 
in this battle. For the series of victories in the Peninsula in 1808-9 two gold 
medals were awarded in 1813, the larger one being conferred on generals and 
the smaller one on field officers or those who in action had succeeded to com- 
mand of a battalion. This issue was interesting, as being the first which car- 
ried a clasp for services subsequent to that for which it was granted. 


First General Issue In 1847. - 


It was not, however, till 1847 that the Queen decided that a commemora- 
tive medal should be conferred upon all survivors of the long series of naval 
engagements and land campaigns from 1793 to 1814. Of these some thirty 


thousand were granted after long and careful inquiry by the War Office of 


every claim put forward. 

The three medals of the three Hardy brothers are probably inpresoueated 
in war history. Corporal Peter and Private James were both in the 7th Foot, 
and their medals bore the thirteen clasps for Martinique, Busaco, Albuera, 
Ciudad Roderigo, Badajos, Salamanca, Vittoria, Pyrenees, St. Sebastian, Ni- 
velle, Nive, Orthes and Toulouse. To that noble list Sergeant J. Hardy 
added Talavera, and, if that were not enough, he was present at Copenhagen 
in 1807. 

He carried a wounded officer to safety at the storming of Badajoz under cir- 
cumstances of such bravery that the family of the rescued man conferred a 
pension on him for life; in 1814 he went with the 7th Foot to America, and 
took part in the attack on New Orleans, and returning with an officer of the 


Tth Fusiliers on Staff employ, had the final distinction of serving at Waterloo. - 


A curious juxtaposition there is of the Leipzig medal of 1813 and that of Wa- 


terloo, a combination so rare that even the Queen, who is much interested in ~ 


medals, was puzzled about it. A few years ago the late Duke of Buccleuch 
informed Col. Eaton that near his park gates lived an old man possessing, in 
addition to that of Waterloo, a very unfamiliar medal. His story, which 


proved on enquiry to be perfectly true, was that he had been a gunner serving ~ 


with half a battery of English artillery, under Captain Bogue, in the great bat- 
tle of the allies. Some important experiments with field ammunition were 


occupying the attention of our own War Office, and as Great Britain was ma- 


terially assisting the Hanoverians and Swedes with supplies, she also sent out 
this little company for the b2nefit of practical trial in real warfare, this old 
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man, James Grey, being of it. But an odd coincidence was that a few days 
later some other loyal old soldier of the same party on his deathbed forwarded 
a similar pair of distinctions to the Queen, who was very glad to possess a 
souvenir if this almost forgotten circumstance. 


Naval Medals. 


The section devoted to naval medals is also most full and representative. 
There is an example of the one which rumor says was given for the Armada 
—hbearing a superbly executed portrait of Elizabeth—but of general distribu- 
tion there is no confirmatory evidence, and there is a specimen of the medals 
given for the victory off the Trexel, when large medals and chains were also 
bestowed on Blake and Monck, for which £2,000 was voted. William and 
Mary gave a medal to the seamen and marines after the battie of La Hogue. 
George III. first introduced a system into the bestowal of naval medals and 
this collection would be worth seeing if only for one of its rarities. This is 
none other than one of the seven gold chains bestowed upon the six admirals 
and captains of the fleet, who, under Lord Howe, won ‘‘the glorious. 1st of 
June.”’ It was His Majesty’s intention to present large gold medals to these 
great commanders at a review in public at Spithead, but they could not be 
got ready intime. The king was, however, determined to show his approval 
’ and so took down seven massive gold chains, which he placed upon their 
necks, and upon which afterwards the medals were worn. Correspondingly 
with the Peninsula survivors’ medals, the Queen, in 1848, issued a naval med- 
al for the engagements between 1793 and 1840, for which more than 200 clasps 
were prepared, but very few could then prove a right to more than one or two 
of these. Rear-Admiral Sir George Cockburn, however, was entitled to six— 
the greatest number accorded to anyone—and that including the Minerve 
{ Dec. 19, 1796), St. Vincent and Martinique is here. 

Aghoulish eye is kept upon old soldiers. sailors, aud marines, often in poor 
circumstances, who are induced to part with their hard-earned distinctions 
for petty cash redicuously below the price for which they will be sold to col- 
leetors. The present average value in the open market of a deceased soldier’s 
Victoria Cross is £40, the highest price ever having been paid for one at 
auction being £70. 


NEWPORT, R. I., COIN AND MEDAL CLUB. 


The eighteenth regular meeting was held on May 3, at the rooms of the 
Historical Society. Subject: ‘‘The coins and medals of Central America.” 
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In the cabinet of the Historical Society there is a Nicaraguan two-reals of 
1793. 

The president briefly described the coinages of Guauatemala, Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua, Honduras, and San Salvador, both as Spanish colonies and as re- 
publics, and exhibited plates of many of them. Impressions of a number of 
coins and tokens of these several states were shown from the cabinet of Dr. 
B. P. Wright, of Utica, N. Y. Relative to Mexican Numismatics, which 
were discussed at the last meeting, fac-similies of several early hacienda to- 
kens, of irregular shape and very rare, from the Boban collection, and now in 
that of Dr. Wright, were exhibited. 

Dr. Storer continued his description of the medals and tokens of Rhode 
Island.

A copy ot ‘‘La Perseveranza’”’ of March 30 was presented from Mr. Francesco: 
Gnecchi, of Milan, with an account of a large and very valuable collection of 
Siamese coins given by the king that country to the Prince of Naples, and by 
him in turn. presented. to the Italian Numismatic Society. A work upon the 
coins of Siam, ancient and modern, based upon this collection, is now in pre- 
paration, and will be published in the Italian Numismatic Review. 

The president showed the April number of the ‘Sanitarian,’ containing 
the commencement of Supplement V of his list of the medals and tokens il- 
lustrating sanitation. This brings the enumeration of such pieces described 
to twenty-four hundred and nine. 

The Montreal Daily Witness of April 20 was presented from Mr. R. W. 
Lachlan, of Montreal. It contains a report of the last meeting of the Canad-- 
ian Numismatic and Antiquarian Society, with long lists of donations to its 
library and museum, and an abstract of an important paper by Mr. Lachlan» 
upon Canadian Indian Redals, both French and British. It had been illus- 
trated by the exhibition of twenty of these medals, all of them rare and val-. 
uable. ‘To us in this country, the different policies pursued by the Canadian 
and United States Governments towards the Indians within their several 
jurisdictions, and the various different results attained, have always been the 

subject of much attention and discussion. By us comparatively few presi-- 
dential peace medals have been given to Indian chiefs. Mr. McLachlan has 
shown conclusively that the greater distribution of medais to the Canadian 
Indians has been an important factor towards preserving order and obtaining 
influence. They were given as an aid to intercourse with the colonists; as- 
badges by which the Indians could be recognized as friendly; to attach them 
to the cause of the colonies; to reward them for services rendered; to secure 
their aid in warfare and to bear witness to them of treaties entered into with 
the white men. Many of the western tribes were induced by these medals to 
cast their lot with the British during the revolt of the thirteen colonies. Had. 
our government had equal wisdom, comparatively small sums spent in this 
direction might have repeatedly saved great waste of treasure and the effu-- 
sion of much blood. 

Miss Powell presented for the cabinet a proof five-cents of 1898; Mrs. Chace 
exhibited the Danish ten-ore of 1876 anc the prasident showed the medal of 
the Phi Beta Kappa Society, in silver. He also exhibited a bronze piece, in- 
scribed: ‘‘Free Silver Coinage 16 (to 1)”, and, for identification, another, 
bearing an orange tree, without inscription. 

Photographic plates were exhibited of English commemorative medals at a 

- London sale on the 5th of the present month, and it was announced that Mr. 

Paul Charles Stroehlin and Dr. Augusta Lade had associated themselves at 

Geneva as a numismatic and heraldic bureau.

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THE OMAHA EXPOSITION SOUVENIR MEDAL. 


The unique composite medallion struck in honor of the Trans-Mississippi 


-and International Exposition at Omaha has been issued. While the faces of 

forty-two of the most beautiful women of the trans-Mississippi state may not 
be their only fortune, they may assist the fortunes of others and tke adorn- 
ment of our cabinets of coins and medals, fora composite picture of their 
‘beauty adorns the obverse of this medal. The assertion has been made that 
if a number of women from a certain section of the country were to be photo- 
graphed and the result converted into a composite picture, a representative 
type of that portion of the country would be the result. _ 

When the plans for the exposition were in their infancy the question of a 
souvenir medal was raised, and it was decided to employ some unique idea in 
its conception, which, when completed, would show also an artistic sense in 

“the selection of design. Thus it was suggested that the services of the com- 

posite photographer be brought into requisition. The idea had its origin in 
the incident connected with the removal of Cleopatra’s needle from Egypt to 
America. It will be remembered thatthe profile of Cleopatra was sought for, 
to be used for one side of the medal that was to be struck off in commemora- 
tion of thit event. Tne great difficulty arose in securing a perfect profile. 
“Commander Goringe, the engineer, gathered a large number of Egyptian 
coins, more or less mutilated, and by the aid of photogradhy secured the de- 
sired result. This photograph was used from which to make the die. 

The same idea has been used to make the exposition’s souvenir medal. 
Word was sent to the respective vice-presidents of the trans-Mississippi states 

‘to forward photos of the two handsomest women within their borders. 

Forty-two photos, in profile, were received, and the composite picture was 
made. “The result is an ideal American head, full of the combined force, in- 
tellectuality, vivacity and beauty of the typical American girl. The work 
Tefiects credit upon Photographer George G. Rockwood, of New York. On 
the obverse side of the medal is an artistic reproduction of the American In- 

dian In the act of spearing a buffalo.

DEAR Docror—In Vol. 3, Nos. 21-22, page III, John R. St. Louis ‘wants: 
information” as follows: No. 2: obverse, head to left; MAXIMUS; reverse,, 
Non Plus Ultra, surrounding shield. In Vol. 4, No. 1, page II. 

“Tn reply to John R. St. Louis, permit me to state that his No. 2 has occa-- 


- sioned considerable discussion. I have looked it up with care, having one in 


my own collection. I find it called a token, jeton and card. It is my belief 
that it isa Columbia token.—B. P WRIGHT.” ; 

“Dr. Waight gives good reasons for the faith within him and refers to 
Woodward’s Fifth Semi-Annual sale, where the piece is catalogued under 
“Searce Medals” etc., No. 2178, Negro Maximus, etc. Also in No. 1545, 
Stenz Collection Sale, May 17, 1875, it is described as a Columbian (8. A.) 
farthing and as exceedingly rare. ‘The following, however, seems conclusive: 

“No 2. The following is a translation from Vanhende Numismatique Lil- 
laise, 1858, in which it figures as No. 2031: In 1827 there appears a little 
copper coin, curious and entirely new. On the appearance of this piece a ru- 
mor was circulated that it had been struck by one of our metal dealers. The 
investigations made at his establishment do not show anything that would 
compromise him. However, the people supposed that the head represented. 
the Duke of Reischtad. and some political propaganda was involved in the 
affair. The truth is that a merchant of Liege had sold toa Mr. M—— 4,000 
francs worth of these Liards, 320,000 of which were easily absorbed among” 
the many foreign pieces that we find in circulation, Thus it was at Lille 


that this coin was first circulated, and notwithstanding it isof Belgian ori-- 


gin, we thought it advisable to add it to our designs.—LyMAN H. Low.”’
